POWDER.—Attempt to Destroy a 
Family.—A fiendish attempt to murder a ' 
•whole family, by blowing up a dwelling 
•with • gunpowder, occurred in lioxbury, 
Mass., about 8 o'clock on Wednesday even- 
ing. 
The outrage was perpetrated upon 


the residence of Edward Bran, an Irish 
blacksmith, on the curner of Pr"nti.«s aud 
Parkei streets, and was effected by throw- 
ing a couple of jugs of gunpowder through 
the windows, with a slow match attached.— 
As soon as tney fell upou the floor, both ex- 
ploded, one immediately after the other, 
shattering the house and furniture, but 
i'ortunately injuring none of the inmates.— 
One side of the house fora distance of 
fifteen feet was blown completely out. and 
the inside partitions and walls were badly 
shattered, and nearly every window in the 
house was broken. The powder was thrown 
in through one of'tl'c rear windows into a 
"bedroom. 
The family at the time were 


in a front room with a visiting neighbor. 
It was evidently supposed by the perpetra- 
tors that Mr. Bran and family had retired. 
If such had been the Case, all of them must 
Iiavc been killed, for the powder seemed to
